On the request of Mrs. 
Esther Nichols, who wishes 
to stress the fact that the 
fluoridation idea is not a 
new one, we will print the 
following dispatch which 
Mrs. Nichols feels should 
help to quell the fears some 
citizens have regarding the 
fluroidation of drinking 
water. 

The following is a dispatch 
by the Associated Press from 
Geneva, Switzerland: 

“The report by the World 
Health Organization says 
only fluoridation of drinking 
water can halt tooth decay 
on a large scale. 

The report said the “‘effec- 
tiveness, safety and practic- 
ability of fluoridation as a 
means of preventing dental 
caries (cavities) is now es- 
tablished.” 

It added that no other 
method for applying fluor- 
ides can at present substi- 
tute for the general addition 
to drinking water as a pub- 
lic health measure. 

The report was based on a 
survey of fluoridation pro- 
grams in 17 countries, some 
of them in progress more 
than 12 years. 

The survey showed the 
“prevalance of dental caries
